The Peace Congress Holds Another 
Short Session 


AN ADDRESS BY BARON DE STAAL. 


The Conference Decides to Pat the 
Arbitration Issue to the Front— 
Dissatisfaction Caused by 
Policy of Secrecy. 


The.Hague, May 22.—The second sit- 
ting of the peace conference took place 
Saturday morning and lasted*25 min- 
utes. 


The president of the conference, Bar- 


on De Staal, read the replies of the 
czar and Queen Wilhelmina to the tele- 
grams sent them by the conference on 
Thursday. 

The president then addressed the del- 
egates on the subject of the labors be- 
fore them, and it was decided not to 
publish the speech. 

The president proposed the adoption 
of arrangements for the committees, 
which was agreed to without discus- 
sion. Baron De Staal further proposed 


that, although the principle of secrecy. 


should be maintained, communications 
might be made through the press bu- 
reau, subject to the approval of the 
president. This was also adopted. 

It was learned during the day that M. 
De Staal placed the question of media- 
tion and arbitration in-the forefront 
during his speech. The question of the 
laws of war rendering war as humane 
as possible by the extension of,the reg- 
lations already existing was then 
touched upon by the president, and he 
relegated the question of the reduction 
of armaments to the third place. 

This indication modifies the order in 
which the three points were placed in 
the circular of the Russian minister of 


foreign affairs, Count Muravieff, but it 


has the merit of corresponding more 
closely to the views of the delegates, 
and it is now considered certain that 
mediation will have the chief place in 
the work of the conference. Further, 
the opinion is unanimous that the 
American and British delegates will 
take the most important part in the 
study of this question. —

PEACE JUBILEE. 


Three Days’ Festivities te Be Held 
in the Capital in Honor of 
Ending of the War.

Washington, May 22.—For three days 


| this week the national capital will de- 


| 


vote itself to a peace jubilee. The jubi- 
lee will be inaugurated Tuesday morn- 
ing with a national salute at sunrise, 
the blowing of steam whistles and the 
\ringing of chimes and church belis. 

The salute to the union of one gun 
for each state will be fired at noon, and 
the succeeding-hours will be devoted to 
a parade of military and naval bodies, 
which will pass in review before Presi- 
dent McKinley, the members of his cab- 
inet and prominent national and city 
officials. 

These will occupy a stand on Penn- 
sylvania avenue, in front of the execu- 
tive mansion, and the surrounding 
plaza will be arranged as a court of 
honor, decorated upon a theme of his- 
torical purpese. At night there will be 
a display of fireworks in the grounds 
surrounding the Washington monu- 
ment. At an elevation of 1,000 feet, 
supported by balloons, will float an il- 
luminated American flag, 300 feet long 
by 65 feet wide. 

The seeond day, May 24, will be given 
over to a parade of civic organizations 
and trade bodies. President McKinley 
will hold a public reception at the white 
house at night, and the fireworks dis- 
play will be repeated at the Washington 
monument. 

The culmination of the celebration, 
Thursday, May 25, will be marked by 
many attractive features.. A historical 
pageant will move through the city in 
13 divisions, each representing an epoch 
in American history. 

A patriotic meeting will be held in 
the court of honor at the conclusion of 
the pageant. Orations on patriotic 
themes will be delivered by Webster 
Davis, assistant secretary of the in- 
terior; Hilary A. Herbert, ex-secretary 
of the navy, and Senator Cullom, of ll- 
linois. .

WILL DO NEITHER. 
Dr. McGiffert Refuses to Withdraw 
from Presbyterian Church or 
Modify His Views. 

Minneapolis, Minn., May 22.—Dr. A. 
T. McGiffert, of the Union theological 
seminary, by letter presented his com- 
pliments to the Presbyterian general 
assembly and refused to comply with 
its request of last year. That request 
was that he should modify his attitude 
on doctrinal matters expressed in his 
“Christian Church in the Apostolic 
Age,” or else withdraw from the 
church. Instead of ‘modifying his 
views he declares that he is in aceord 
with Presbyterian doctrine on all vital 
points and far from withdrawing de- 
clares that he cannot withdraw.

With her 
war paint covered over by the coat of 
white, the official color of the United 
States warship, she will resume the 
long voyage for home, by way of the 
Suez canal. 

Hetath Demands His Return. 

Just before sailing Admiral Dewey 
said if he could have consulted his in- 
clination he would have remained here 
till peace was established. His health, 
however, demanded his return. One of 
the things that touched him most 
among all the expressions of feeling 


from the people at home, he said, was 


the raising of a subscription in his na- 
tive state to build a bronze statue of 
himself to be placed in the state house 
statue of 
Ethan Allen. 

All Fire Farewell Salutes. 

The Olympia left here at four o’clock 
in the afternoon. As she steamed away 
the Oregon, Baltimore and Concord 
fired an admiral’s salute. At the first 
shot the band on the flagship’s after- 
deck played a lively air and her white- 
clad sailors crowded the decks and gave 
a tremendous cheer, 


As the Olympia passed the Oregon : 


the crew of that battleship gave nine 
cheers for the Olympians, who respond- 
ed by throwing their caps so high that 
dozens of them were left bobbing in 
the wake of the cruiser. Then followed 
the noisiest half hour known in this 
harbor since the battle which linked its 
name with that of Dewey. The din of 
guns and brass bands echoed through 
the smoke, a fleet of steam launches 
shrieked their whistles, the musicians 
of the Baltimore played “Home, Sweet 
Home,” her flags signaled “sood-by” 
and those of the Oregon said: “Pleas- 
ant voyage, 
Cheesed by British Senmen. 

The merchant vessels in these waters 
dipped their flags, the ladies on the 
decks of the vessels of the fleet waved 
handkerchiefs and the great, black 
British cruiser Powerful, which lay 
farthest out, saluted the Olympia. 
The latter’s band played “God Save the 
Queen,” and to this the crew of the Pow- 
erful responded with hearty cheers for 
the Olympia. 

The last music heard from Admiral 
Dewey’s ship was “Auld Lang Syne,” 
while the guns from the forts at Cavite 
and from the Monterey, on guard off 
Paranaque, too far to be audible, puffed 
white clouds of smoke. The Olympia 
was -disappearing past Corregidor 
island when a battery before the walled 
city spoke Manila’s last word of fare- 
well. 

Would Avoid Demonstrations. 

Admiral Dewey sat on the deck of the 
Olympia and receieved the adieus of his 
friends during most of the day. The 
launch of Maj. Gen. Otis was the first 
to arrive alongside the cruiser at seven 
o'clock in the morning, and afterward 
the admirai landed and called õn the 
major general and the United States 
Philippine commissioners.

PARIS ON THE ROCKS. 


American Liner Goes on the Manacles 
Off the Cornwall Coast — Pas- 
sengers and Crew All Right, 


Falmouth, May 22.—The American 
line steamer Paris, Capt. Watkins, from 
Southampton and Cherbourg for New 
York, struck on an outlying ridge of 
the Manacles early Sunday morning at 
a point half a mile from where the 
wrecked Atlantic transport liner Mo- 


hegan lies, and five milesfrom Falmouth.. 


The Paris,which sailed from Southamp- 
ton Saturday, called at Cherbourg and 
picked up 50 passengers. She left Cher- 
bourg at six o’clock Saturday evening. 
Soon after one o’clock Sunday morning, 
at high tide and in a dense fog, she ran 
ashore. From the first there was no 
danger. Lifeboats and tugs were soon 
literally swarming around the vessel to 
render assistance. A majority of the 
passengers, who numbered 380, were 
brought to Falmouth, where they ob- 
tained lodgings for the night. Capt. 
Watkins reported that his ship was ly- 
ing comfortably in smooth water and 
that there was no occasion for any 
alarmist reports. He reported the pas- 
sengers and crew all well. 

It is said that a Falmouth pilot boat 
showed a warning signal to the Paris, 
telling the captain that he would put 
the vessel on top of the Mohegan if he 
did not alter the course of the ship. 
The warning, however, came too late, 
and the Paris struck on, a ridge to the 
westward of the Manacles. It is sug- 
gested that as this is only their sec- 


ond trip from Cherbourg the officers 


of the Paris were not familiar with the 
course. The crew of the Paris is still 
aboard the vessel. Itis believed that 
the steamer has a large rent in her bot- 
tom in the forward part of the ship. 
Tugs are standing by her and will as- 
sist in an effort to gèt her off the rocks.

Washington, May 22.—It is. be- 
lieved that-whatever difficulty has ex- 
isted as to the disposition of the weap- 
ons held by the Cuban soldiers has been 
removed by the action taken by Secre- 
tary Alger Saturday. He has instructed 
Gen. Brooke to begin at once the dis- 
tribution of the $3,000,000 set aside for 
payment of the Cuban soldiers, being 
entirely satisfied with the provision 


made by Gen. Brooke for the safe keep- 


ing of the arms that must be surren- 
dered by the Cubans in consideration of 
receiving a share of the money. 

There has been less correspondence 
on the subject of late between Secre- 
tary Alger and Gen. Brooke than has 
been generally supposed. Last Wednes- 
day the latter cabled the war depart- 
ment that he proposed to begin the pay- 
ment of the money to the Cubans, the 
arms to go into the custody of the 
mayors. Secretary Alger did not reply 
to this, as it concerned a matter in 
which the president himself had given 
instructions. 

Saturday Gen. Brooke. was again 
heard from, this time saying he saw in 
the press reports that the secretary of 
war did not approve of the plan he had 


formed. He explained that all of the | 


arms surrendered were to be deposited 
in the arsenal at Havana and the ar- 
senal at Santiago. This 
changed the case completely, for the 
arsenals being in the possession of the 
United States the requirements of the 
president’s condition were fully met by 
the proposed arrangement.

But M. Bour- 
geois, former premier of France and 
head of the French delegation, and al- 
most all the second technical delegates, 
who form part of the committees, re- 
mained at the “House in the Woods” 
to draw up certain lists. .They were 
occupied also with the organization of 
the committees. = 

The proceedings Saturday passed off 
without any incident. Only the presi- 
dent spoke, the others manifesting 
their approbation by slight, discreet 
murmurs. : 

The conference decided Saturday that 
all delegates, including the technical 
representatives, are to participate in 
the sittings and join in the discussions. 

The date of the next sitting has not 
yet been fixed. It depends upon the 
progress which will be made by the 
committees.

WILL DO NEITHER. 
Dr. MeGiffert Refuses to Withdraw 
from Presbyterian Church or 
Modify His Views. 
Minneapolis, Minn., May 22.—Dr. A 
T. McGiffert, of the Union theological 
seminary, by letter presented his com- 
pliments to the Presbyterian general 
assembly and refused to comply with 
its request of last year. That request 
was that he should modify his attitude 
on doctrinal matters expressed in his 
“Christian Church in the Apostolic 
Age,” or else withdraw from the 
church. Instead of modifying his 
views he declares that he.is in accord 
with Presbyterian doctrine on all vital 
points and far from withdrawing de- 
clares that he cannot withdraw. 
There will be a careful consideration 
by the committee and a heated debate 
in the assembly, whatever the report. 
Dr. George W. F. Birch, of New York, 
who instigated the proceedings against 
Dr. Briggs and tried to keep Dr. Mc- 
Giffert out of the New York presbytery, 
will take up the cudgels against Dr. Mc- 
Giffert. In the end the assembly will 
either reassert its position of last year 
and let the matter drop or else recom- 
mend the New York presbytery to take 
up the question of expulsion of Dr. Mc- 
Giffert, which means a heresy trial. 


TRAGEDY IN OHIO. 


Woman and Son Murdered and Their 
Bodies Burned—Another Son Sus-~ 
pected of the Crime. 


Toledo, O., May 22.—A mysterious 
Sunday tragedy was enacted Sunday 
morning at the little village of Middle- 
burg, in one corner of Logan county. 
Mrs. Rachael Austin and her son Aus- 
tin were murdered in their home and 
their bodies were burned in the house 
where the deed was committed. Ernest 
Austin, the youngest son of the widow, 


-is lying at the home of a neighbor with 


a bullet wound in his chest, from which 
he cannot recover. The crime is openly 
charged against Ernest, but he states 
that he was called to the door by rob- 
bers, who, after shooting him, looted 
the house, murdered his mother and 
brother, ‘and covered up their tracks by 
burning the house. He reached a neigh- 
bor’s house in his night clothes, and has 
since been unable to talk. It is alleged 
that the family has been quarreling 
much of late, and the story is not be- 
lieved by anydne who is acquainted 
with the boy. 


Shot Himself. 

New York, May 22.—Edward Selleck, 
who two weeks ago ended a service of 
13 years as paymaster in’ the custom 
house, committed suicide at his home 
in this city Sunday by shooting himself 
in the head. Mr. Selleck was 72 years 
of age. Two months ago it was de- 
cided to put a republican in the custom 
house in the place of Mr. Selleck, who 
was a democrat. The loss of his place 
is said to have worried Mr. Selleck un-

Ethan Allen. 

All Fire Farewell Salutes. 

The Olympia left here at four o’clock 
in the afternoon. As she steamed away 
the Oregon, Baltimore and Concord 
fired an admiral’s salute. At the first 
shot the band on the flagship’s after- 
deck played a lively air and her white- 
clad sailors crowded the decks and gave 
a tremendous cheer. 


As the Olympia passed the Oregon | 


the crew of that battleship gave nine 
cheers for the Olympians, who respond- 
ed by throwing their caps so high that 
dozens of them were left bobbing in 
the wake of the cruiser. Then followed 
the noisiest half hour known in this 
harbor since the battle which linked its 
name with that of Dewey. The din of 
guns and brass bands echoed through 
the smoke, a fleet of steam launches 
shrieked ‘their whistles, the musicians 
of the Baltimore played “Home, Sweet 
Home,” her flags signaled “good-by” 
and those of the Oregon said: “Pleas- 
ant voyage, 
Cheesed by British Seamen. 

The merchant vessels in these waters 
dipped their flags, the ladies on the 
decks of the vessels of the fleet waved 
handkerchiefs and the great, black 
British cruiser Powerful, which lay 
farthest out, saluted the Olympia. 
The latter’s band played “God Save the 
Queen,” and to this the crew of the Pow- 
erful responded with hearty cheers for 
the Olympia. 

The last music heard from Admiral 
Dewey’s ship was “Auld Lang Syne,” 
while the guns from the forts at Cavite 
and from the Monterey, on guard off 
Paranaque, too far to be audible, puffed 
white clouds of smoke. The Olympia 
was -disappearing past Corregidor 
island when a battery before the walled 
city spoke Manila’s last word of fare- 
well. 

Would Avoid Demonstrations. 

Admiral Dewey sat on the deck of the 
Olympia and receieved the adieus of his 
friends during most of the day. The 
launch of Maj. Gen. Otis was the first 
to arrive alongside the cruiser at seven 
o'clock in the morning, and afterward 
the admiræ landed and called 6n the 
major general and the United States 
Philippine commissioners. 

Admiral Dewey was enthusiastic over 
his home-going, but when mention was 
made of the welcome to be extended to 
him he said that he appreciated the 
friendship of his countrymen deeply, 
but hoped that they would not be too 
demonstrative. He intends to go direct- 
ly to his home at Montpelier, Vt., and 
live there. On it being said that people 
wanted him to go home by way of San 
Francisco and across the continent, the 
admiral replied: “If I was 20 years 


younger, and had political ambitions, I 


would not miss that chance.” 

Speaking of the situation, Admiral 
Dewey said: “I believe that we are near 
the end. The insurgents are fast going 
to pieces. The sending of a third com- 
mission shows that they believe that 
this commission means business,” 


Rains Cause Dams to Break. 

Marinette, Wis., May 22.—Word was 
received here that Stoddard, Long Pond 
and Dow McAlester dams had gone out 
on the south branch of the Pike river. 
The loss will be $50,000. Itis the most 
serious mishap that has occurred in 
years on the upper streams. It will 
seriously retard driving on that stream. 
It rained almost steadily for three days 
in the northern country, and this 
caused the trouble. a .

GEN. BROOKE WINS. 


President Approves His Compact 
with Gomez—Arms to Be 
 Surrendered, 


Washington, May 22.—It is. be- 
lieved that-whatever difficulty has ex- 
isted as to the disposition of the weap- 
ons held by the Cuban soldiers has been 
removed by the action taken by Secre- 
tary Alger Saturday. He has instructed 
Gen. Brooke to begin at once the dis- 
tribution of the $3,000,000 set aside for 
payment of the Cuban soldiers, being 
entirely satisfied with the provision 


made by Gen. Brooke for the safe keep- 


ing of the arms that must be surren- 
dered by the Cubans in consideration of 
receiving a share of the money. 

There has been less correspondence 
on the subject of late between Secre- 
tary Alger and Gen. Brooke than has 
been generally supposed. Last Wednes- 
day the latter cabled the war depart- 
ment that he proposed to begin the pay- 
ment of the money to the Cubans, the 
arms to go into the custody of the 
mayors. Secretary Alger did not reply 
to this, as it concerned a matter in 
which the president himself had given 
instructions. 

Saturday Gen. Brooke. was again 
heard from, this time saying he saw in 
the press reports that the secretary of 
war did not approve of the plan he had 
formed. He explained that all of the 
arms surrendered were to be deposited 
in the arsenal at Havana and the ar- 
senal at Santiago. This statement 
changed the case completely, for the 
arsenals being in the possession of the 
United States the requirements of the 
president’s condition were fully met by 
the proposed arrangement. 

Therefore Secretary Alger,after sub- 
mitting the matter to the president, 
cabled Gen. Brooke to proceed immedi- 


ately with the payment of the money to 
the Cubans. ' hor

“TCONTRADICTS 
JESUS CHRIST. 


CHRISTIAN SCIENCE” DISCUSS- J 


ED BY REV. M'ELROY 


WHO SCORES THE “BIBLE” OF 
THE NEW SUPERSTITION. 


In preparing this discours: the writer 
has read Mrs. Eddy's- “‘Science and 
Health’ and other works by Christian 
Scientists; Bates’ “‘Christian' Science 
and Its Problems,” articles in the Brit- 
annica, and studies by Drs. Buckley, 
Jackson, A. C. Dixon and others, quot- 
ing them freely throughout. Mrs. Ed- 
dy’s,«work. is in the lJLadies’ Library, 
where it-may be consulted and the cita- 
tions verified. . 

It was in 1866 that Mrs. Eddy made 
this discovery. Tilo her. it seemed new. 
Upon examination, however, we dis- 
cover many ingredients that have long 
been known to men. There are traces 
of Buddhism, Pantheism, suggestions of 
Brahminism, together with “taints”? of 
Sundry other isms that have been in 
the world for a long time. But Mrs. 
Eddy would deny that she is pantheistic 


jand she is certainly not fully in line 


with Buddhism. Although it comes 
bearing so winsome a name, it did not, 
at first,-attract muteh attention. -Qur 
era is both Christian and Scientific, and 
there is no doubt but that Christian Sci- 
ence benefits from so felicitous a title. 
Very many object, now that this cult is 


‘becoming so popular, to its very name, 


for they feel that is is\a misnomer. -= It 
is a common saying that “Christian 
Science is not Christian and not sci- 
ence.” Evidently the only fair way is 
to compare the teachings of Mrs. Eddy 
with those of Jesus Christ anid the 
masters in science so as to note their 
harmony or collision. Christianity is 


the system introduced by Jesus: Christ. | 


No teacher pretending to represent him 
should be found disputing him on: doc- 
trines that are vital. And no one pre- 
tending to be scientific should deny the 
cardinal doctrines of science. 

It is felt that Mrs. Eddy antagonizes 
both the author of Christianity and the 
leaders of scientific thought. And this 
in several ways: 1. Jesus Christ taught 
plainly the existence of sin and evil. So 
did all the teachers who went before 
him in Old Testament times. Evil was 
also recognized by the Pagan philoso- 
phers. He was ‘the Lamb of God that 
taketh aiway the sin of the world,” ‘the 
friend of sinners,’ “the propitiator for 
our sins, and his work proceeded in 
“a world lying in wickedness.” Sin is 
a doctrine fundamental to Christianity. 
Differing widely as to its origin, its 
punishment and other questions, Chris- 
tians all agree as to its existence. 
Channing, in his sermon oa the “Evil 
of Sin,’ says: ‘‘Aldcoriding to the serip- 
so de- 
formed, so ruinous as. sin; pg. 348. 
Now Mrs. Eddy makes bold to dispute 
the master at this pcint. On pages 81, 
287,- 300, 389, 444, 468, 476 we find her ut- 
terly repudiating sin and evil as “mere 
illusions,’’ as ‘‘unrealities.”’ 

, It is one thing to dispute a man as to 
the meaning of a teaching of Jesus and 
quite another to flatly contradict Jesus 


Christ himiself. ‘This Mrs; Eddy ćer- 
tainly does. And we cannot see how 


any one can consistenly claim) to be a 
Christian who thus assumes to super- 
cede the teachings of its founder. 

But the hostility of-this denial of sin 
to morality can scarcely be estimated. 
All moral codes have ‘been erected on 
the belief that sin anid evil are facts. 
Many of the most solemn warnings of. 
Jesus and scme of his most pointed dis- 
courses are robbed of a meaning if sin 
is an unreality, “‘to be gotten rid of by 
merely. denying its existence.” Think 
of the effect of such a doctrine upon 
the young and careless. Surely Mrs. 
Eddy is not “gathering” with the 
Master but “scattering abroad! when 
holding forth such a misleading view 
to teamipted and sinning men. Its rer 
sults would be to fill the worid with 
sinners rendered even more odious by 
Self-rightecusness. We are glad to þe- 
lieve that our friends do not go-to the 
full lengths of their doctrine. 
lives they furnish a practical refutation 
of any such teaching. Yet in their ideas 
of government of all kinds and particu- 
lary of child training, they are weak, 
because of so unreasonalble a view con- 
‘cerning sin and evil. 2. A second point 
at which Mrs. Eddy clashes with the 
scriptures and Jesus Christ is in her 
views as to the personality of God, 
Christ and man, Her views on this vi- 
tal doctrine are set forth on page 10. In 
the index this section. is. referred to 
thus:: ““God’.not a person’; “God is a 


_| person only in the sense of an infinite 
“personality, and he i 


Ss therefore the only 
personality; “If he is to be spoken of 
as a personat all.” Because he is the 
only personality men and women ‘are 
only ‘‘ideas of God,” and of course can- 


not share in this born of personality. 


Under further definities, “God ig a 
principle, mind, love, truth,” prayer be- 
comes a strange process in this system.

No teacher pretending to represent him 
should be found disputing him on: doc- 
trines that are vital. And no one pre- 
tending to be scientific should deny the 
cardinal doctrines of Science. 

It is felt that Mrs. Elddy antagonizes 
both the author of Christianity and the 
leaders of scientific thought. And this 
in several ways: 1. Jesus Christ taught 
plainly the existence of sin and evil. So 
did all the teachers who went before 
him in Old Testament times. Evil was 
also recognized by the Pagan philoso- 
phers. He was ‘‘the Lamb of God that 
taketh aiway the sin of the world,” ‘‘the 
friend of sinners,’ ‘‘the propitiator for 
our sins,’ and his work proceeded in 

‘a world lying in wilckedness.’”’ Sin is 
a doctrine fundamental to Christianity. 
Differing widely as to its origin, its 
punishment and other questions, Chris- 
tians all agree as to its existence. 
Channing, in his sermon on the “Evil 
of Sin,’ says: ‘‘Aldcording to the scrip- 

| tures there is nothing so evil, so de- 
formed, so ruinous as sin,” pg. 348. 
Now Mrs. Eddy makes bold to dispute 
the master at this pcint. On pages 81, 
237, 800, 389, 444, 468, 476 we find her ut- 
terly repudiating sin and evil as “mere 
illusions,’ as ‘‘unrealities.”’ 
, It is one thing to dispute a man as to 
the meaning of a teaching of Jesus and 
quite another to flatly contradict Jesus 
Christ himself. This Mrs: Eddy ćer- 
tainly does. And we cannot see how 
any one can consistenly claim) to be a 
Christian who thus assumes to super- 
cede the teachings of. its founder. 

But the hostility of-this denial of sin 
to morality can scarcely be estimated. 
All moral codes have ‘been erecied on 
the belief that sin and evil are facts. 
Many of the most solemn warnings of 
Jesus and scme of his most pointed dis- 
courses are robbed of a meaning if sin 
is an unreality, “‘to be gotten rid of by 
merely denying its existence.”

Yet in their ideas 
of government of all kinds and particu- 
lary of child training, they are weak, 
because of so unreasonalble a view con- 
cerning sin and evil. 2. A second point 
at which Mrs. Eddy clashes with the 
scriptures and Jesus Christ is in her 
views as to the personality of God, 
Christ and man, Her views on this vi- 
tal doctrine are set forth on page 10.

Monument to Carnot. 

Dijon, France, May 22.—The monu- 
ment to the late Marie Francois Sadi 
Carnot, fourth president of the third re- 
public of France, was unveiled here 
Sunday in the presence of the president, 
Emile Loubet; the premier, Charles 
Dupuy; the minister of war, Camille 
Krantz, and other distinguished per- 
sonages.

Manila, May 22.—Maj. Gen. Otis has 
declined to recognize the rebels to the 
extent of. agreeing to an armistice, but 
he has notified the American command- 
ers to refrain temporarily from aggres- 
sive action.

The different gentlemen. quoted by 
the Free Press were seen this morning 
by a Times representative” and were 
asked for a verification of their alleged 
statements. 

Says President Boone: 

“In regard to the printing of such an 
article by the Free Press ar any other 
paper is an exceedingly tnfortunate 
proceeding. In the first place it is ab- 
solutely false. Both, in the past and 
the present, it‘is possible to point out 
instances of friction in the working of 
the school machinery, but in what in- 
Stitution is that not true? Former presi- 
dents of the school have enicountered 
the same difficulties which I am meet- 
ing but they did not show the same 
disposition to stand for their rights. 
There’ was a constant struggle and 
resistance carried in the state board 
against the policy advocated by Presi- 
dent Sill but he is more of a concessive 
man than I am and was willing to be 
overridden.

SWEPT BY FIRE. 


Flames Destroy Property Worth $4,- 
000,000 at Dawson City, Alaska 
Buildings Burned Number 111. 


Victoria, B. C., May 22.—The main 
portion of the city of Dawson was de- 
stroyed by fire on April 26, causing a 
loss of $4,000,000. In all 111 buildings, 
including the Bank of British North 
America, were burned. 
brought down by L. S. Hume, a son of 
Mayor Hume, of Seattle; J. Toklas and 
a third party who left Dawson on April 
27 and made their way out by eanoe to 
Lake Lebarge and then over the ice, 


‘having a most perilous trip. Toklas re- 


ports that the fire oceurred on April 
26 in the very heart of the business cen- 
ter of the city, commencing near the 
opera house on the water front and 
spreading with unusual rapidity. It 


stroying everything in its way on that 
street down and including Donahue & 
Smith’s establishment. The fire then 
took in all of the water front buildings 
abreast of the same blocks. It crossed 
the street, burned through and spread 
over to Second street, covering the prin- 
cipal business portion of Dawson, leav- 
ing it all in ashes, with the firemen help- 
less and pow erless to do anything. 
The fire consumed everything from 
Timmons’ Royal cafe down to opposite 
the Fairview hotel, this building be- 
ing as dry as tinder. The flamesspread 
with such rapidity that the citizens ap- 
peared panic stricken and unable to 
Save anything in the way of furniture, 
goodsand clothing. The fire was caused 
by a drunken woman upsetting a lamp- 
in a notorious house. 
The fire came ata time when the mills 
and dealers in building materials had 
depleted their winter supplies, and

being made public. I had absolutely 
nothing to do with the removal of Mr. 
Simimonsefrom the state board; it was 
entirely the work of his fellow members. 
The Free Press representative called 
me up last evening and I talked suk- 
Stantially as Iam now doing. I observe, 
however, that he has not considered it 
necessary to give me a hearing in his 
paper. Profs. D’Ooge, Lodeman, Bar- 
bour and Pease took odcasion to inform 
me this morning that they had been di- 
rectly misquoted by the Free Press. 
That their statements have been so 
perverted that the intended meanings 
are entirely lost. 

Said Prof. D’Ooge on the matter: 
“Yes, a Free Press representative called 
upon me yesterda afternoon and 
but he evidently came to work up a 
particular case. He used the few: un- 
favorable words I uttered against Dr. 
Boone and left out entirely the greater 
number of my statements, which were 
entirely in his praise, Dr, Boone has 
his failings, but so would any man 
whom he might secure. Personally my 
relations with Dr. Boone have been en- 
tirely harmonious, 
difficulty with his training school teach- 
ers, but that is remote from us of the 
Normal proper. The action the Free 
Press has taken in the miatter is much 
to be regretted. In addition to cutting 
out matter favorable to Dr. Boone, they 
have in one or two instances entirely 
misquoted me. I am aware that in the 
past he had had  misunderstandings 
with members of the faculty council, 
but that has all blown over. This year 
has been the most quiet and peaceful 
one that president and faculty have 
enjoyed for some time. I wish to re- 
peat my tribute to Dr. Boone’s ability as 
an educator and executive worker. He 
is deficient in tact and in the faculty 
of working harmoniously with his sub- 
ordinates, but it is impossible to find 
any one who is perfect.” 

Says Prof. Hoyt: 

“I am aware that I was removed 
from the training school simply to make 
room for Prof. Simmons, that his dis- 
missal from there might be softened. I 
was the creature of circumstances, but 
I do not consider that Dr. Boone was 
at the bottom of it. It was done by the 
board and entirely in furtherance of 
their own plans, My relations with 
President Boone have always been most 
pleasant.” 

Prof. Simmons himself is absent from 
the city and his side of the matter 
eould not be learned.
